La Follette acknowledged th at 
he had lost the Republican nomi­ 
nation for the U. S senate to a 
young Judge and w ar veteran. W ith 
“Young Bob’s” concession, the La 
Follette fam ily seemed destined 
for an eclipse from the national 
political scene for the first time 
in 41 year*.

today gave the OOP senate nomi­ 
nation to Circuit Judge Joseph R. 
M cCarthy. Appleton, Wig. McCar­ 
thy, 37. was elected a circuit Judge 
when he was only 29 He was a 
Marine captain and aerial gunner 
serving in the South Pacific during 
World W ar II. 
M cCarthy apparently drew his 
strongest support from w ar veter­

Aegean.

Travelers III Hitting Ankles 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, MA 
NEARLY everybody bae ob­ 
served that sitting with the leg* 
banging down for long periods will I 
cause swelling of the ankles, and 
perhaps, a slightly painful sensa­ 
tion of heaviness in the feet. 
Since the war this condition has 
been dignified with th# name 
“traveler’s edema” because it 
was first observed as a mass rase 
tion among the men who, in the 
course of their military duties, 
made long non-stop trips of thou­ 
sands of miles. 
As the name indicates, the in­ 
activity to which traveler* arc 
•ubjected, whether they go by sea, 
rail, road or air, is one of the sur­ 
est ways of provoking this condi­ 
tion. 
Blood Stagnates 
It is well known that movements 
of the leg muscles assist circula­ 
tion of the blood through the veins.

Bathing the feet in warm water 
s helpful. Massage of the toes, 
ankles and calves of the legs is 
also beneficial. If response is not 
prompt with these measures, the 
wearing of an elastic stocking la 
helpful.
